AMATEURS SOUGHT FOR MAJOR DISASTER PLAN 


The National Disaster Medical Serv- 
ice (NDMS) concentrates on planning for 
primarily medical responses to any huge 
disaster’ e.g., one which creates perhaps 
ten thousand casualties, possibly an earth- 
quake registering 7.5 on the Richter scale). 

NDMS brings together the US Public 
Health Service (USPHS), the SEMA), 
Emergency Management at 
the Department of Defense (DoD), 
National Communications System, the 
American Red Cross and other agencies. 
Aircraft, trucks, trains and shipping, mostly 
from DoD, have been placed on call for 
disasters. Relief supplies, medicines, food 
and bedding have been stockpiled in many 
areas. 


Though the NDMS has been using 
local Amateur Radio volunteers for some 
time (See QST, February 1986, page 80 
Public Service column), the USPHS now 
feels it is time to formalize arrangements, 
and add volunteer communicators to its 
teams. ARRL Washington Coordinator 
Perry Williams, WIUED, recently was 
briefed on the present state of NDMS by 
Bill Clark and Steve Posner, KP4FF of the 
USPHS Rockville, MD, headquarters. 
Williams returned to ARRL HQ with a 
draft Memorandum of Understanding which 
is currently being examined by the Field 
Services staff.

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FCC PROPOSES CODELESS LICENSE 


The Commission is proposing to amend 
its rules by establishing a codeless class of 
Amateur operator license to be calied the 
Communicator class. 

The Communicator class would be 
incorporated into a simplified licensing 
structure, containing four ascending steps: 
1. Communicator 2. General 3. Advanced 
and 4. Amateur Extra classes. Current 
Technician and Novice class operator li- 
censes would be grandfathered indefinitely, 
with no new licenses issued for those li- 
cense Classes, but existing licenses could 
be modified or renewed. 

The codeless operator class license 
would satisfy three major objectives. The 
first objective is to offer an entry level 
license for all persons who find telegraphy 
a barrier to pursuing the purpose of the 
Amateur service; the second objective is to 
design a codeless license that can easily be 
implemented into the current licensing 
process; the third objective is to avoid any 
negative effect upon current licensees, the 
volunteer examiners who administer Ama- 
teur examinations or the Commission’s 
workload. 

Privileges for the Communicator class 
would include all emission types. Since the 


Communicator class license would replace 
two existing beginner operator classes, it 
would simplify the Amateur operator li- 
cense structure. 

The FCCwould require applicants for 
the new license to pass a 60 question writ- 
ten examination. The new question pool 
would be comprised of the questions from 
the two pools currently used in the Novice 
and Technician license examinations, as 
well as the addition of new questions. 

The proposed transmitter power for 
the Communicator class would be 200W 
PEP and the licensee’s station would be 
eligible for a Group D call sign. Stations 
with Communicator class control opera- 
tors would not be permitted to transmit on 
the 2 and 6M VHF bands and the HF 
bands. 

The FCC is requesting comments on 
the effect of excluding Communicator class 
licensees from the two VHF bands. Com- 
ments are also requested on the desirabil- 
ity of including the opportunity for Com- 
municator class licensees to experience 
on-the-air telegraphy operation on the HF 
bands.

Subscribers to both *CQ* and *Ham 
Radio* magazines eagerly await the July 
issue of *CQ*, for the first indication of 
how *CQ* assimilates *Ham Radio*. 

“{*Ham Radio* readers] can expect 
to see the best of what is good in the maga- 
zine you already know molded into an 
even better product,” says *Ham Radio* 
publisher Skip Tenney, W1INLB, in the 
June--and final--issue of *HR*.

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SWLing GAINS POPULARIT4 


Shortwave listening (SWLing) is 
booming! Industry sources say that the 
hobby is increasing at a rate of 20 to 30% 
per year. Larry Magne, editor-in-chief of 
Passport to World Band Radio 1990, says 
that sales of the book are “going through 
the roof. We’re selling 500 a day.” 

Listeners fall into two categories, news 
hounds and DXers. Most of the growth 
seems to be in the former category. This 
group of listeners wants a global perspec- 
tive on the news, with viewpoints that the 
3 TV networks and CNN do not provide. 

Myles Mustoe, a public school teacher 
in Wenatchee, WA, uses shortwave radio 
as an “electronic field trip” for his geogra- 
phy classes at the elementary and secon- 
dary level. Mustoe is the author of the new 
book, Shortwave Goes to School: A 
Teacher’s Guide to Using Shortwave Radio 
in the Classroom. 

Dr. Michael Fulda of Fairmont Uni- 
versity, Fairmont, W. Va., uses university- 
owned shortwave receivers in his teaching. 
Fulda says that listening to foreign pro- 
gramming is helpful in the students’ politi- 
cal science studies. It accounts for 20 to 
25% of their grade.

Years ago the average SWL was a 
recent immigrant, a young person hungry 
for news from back home in the mother 
tongue. Today the average SWL was born 
before 1950. Heis a non-Black, non-immi- 
grant male who usually listens to English- 
language programs. 

~ One factor in the increase in listeners 
is the number of powerhouse broadcast- 
ers, transmitting 24 hours a day with plenty 
of power on multiple bands. The BBC 
claims 120 million listeners a week, the 
Voice of America 130 million, the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor World Service 5 
million listeners. Armed Forces Radio & 
TV used to be another powerhouse, but 
they have abandoned shortwave for satel- 
lites. Other well-heard stations include 
Radio Canada, Radio Moscow, Deutche 
Welle, Radio Havana, Radio Nederland, 
and Radio Australia. 

Another factor in the growth is the 
availability of moderately-priced high-tech 
SW receivers. Sony’s ICF-SW1, for ex- 
ample, fits in the palm ofa hand, has digital 
tuning, AM/FM-stereo/LW/SW, memory 
presets, alarm clock, weighs just 8 oz., and 
costs as little as $320.

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FDA ISSUES RF ADVISORY 


A recent US Food and Drug Admini- 
stration advisory concerning infant apnea 
monitors mentions their susceptibility to 
RF fields, but the risk appears to be mini- 
mal, according to experts. 

The FDA Drug Bulletin (Vol. 20, No. 
1) urges health care professionals to en- 
sure proper setup and use of the monitors. 
The devices, used primarily to detect ces- 
sation of breathing, are used in both hospi- 
tals and in homes. The hospital units are 
more sophisticated than portable devices 
used in the home. 

Infant apnea monitors are hooked up 
to a child by gluing two wires to the chest; 
the monitor detects changes in impedance 
across the wires, setting off an audible 
alarm. [A monitors are primarily subject 
to false alarms; fail-safe mechanisms in 
their microprocessors virtually ensure they 
will detect episodes of apnea. 

The FDA safety alert letter mentions 
a number of possible flaws in set-up and 
use of IA monitors; among them: 

* “Keep the monitor away from pos- 
sible sources of interference such as elec- 
trical appliances”; and 


* “Be aware that strong radio signals 
from nearby TV or radiostations, airports, 
ham radios, or police stations could inter- 
fere with the monitor, and check for this 
interference if the monitor is to be oper- | 
ated in such areas.” 

A biomedical technician contacted by 
*The ARRL Letter* said he has experi- 
enced not a single incident of an IA moni- 
tor interfered with by an RF field. The 
technician, who maintains the monitors 
for a home health care company, does say, 
that older units, using analog technology, 
can be susceptible to all sorts of electrical 
interference. 

Static electricity affects them; “You 
can get a false alarm by running your hand 
over the case of an older unit,” he said. “A 
device with a compressor--a refrigerator 
or air conditioner--on the same circuit can 
cause a false alarm via a voltage spike.” 

On the other hand, every instance of 
*failure* the technician knew of was due 
to incorrect usage. His company recom- 
mends parents perform a power-up test 
every time their [A monitor is used.
